Rescuers this morning had car- 
ried away small pieces of stone and 
hands full of mud until a passage 
had been cleared beside Collins as 
far back as his knees The debris 
was removed piece by piece 
through 150 feet of the cave tun- 
nel, where men crawled  nine- 
tenths of the way.

A telegram from Charles E. Fel- 
ler of New York City was delivered 
150 feet under ground to Collins 
last night. 

“JT am praying for you, old tim- 
fer. I’m betting your grit will pull 
you through,” it read. The prison- 
er said he was glad to get it and 
asked that his brothers send him 
“a gallon of milk and some stewed 
on! ns.” 

That was last night. Today the 
strain of nearly 100 hours of tor- 
ture showed its effect. Collins 
begged his rescuers .0t to leave 
him alone. Tiny pieces of rock de- 
scribed as too small to inflict pain 
fell upon him and brought groans 
from the captive. Collins could 
live in his chamber two mcre days, 
Dr. C. W. Richards of Glasgow be- 
lieves. Dr. Richards visited him 
during the night.

O. Boswell, 
Btate’s Attorney, a klansman, that 
he believed martial law was neces- 
sary in Herrin and that if it were 
not set up soon in this city it 
eventually would be brought to the 
whole of Williamson. 
The immediate purpose of the 
conference is to select a successor 
*> Adron Smith, Galligan’s Chief 
Deputy, who has been without pay 
for eight months because the Board 
of Supervisors will not approve his 
appointment. Smith was appointed 
with Ora Thomas, foe of the klan. 
who was killed in a fight Jan. 25 
here, in which S. Glenn Young, the 
Kian raider, and two of his follow- 
ers lost their lives. 


Galligan at Meeting Alone. 

Smith is in the unique position of 
being acknowledged as a good offi- 
cer, but stil] considered unsatisfac- 
tery because the people of the 
county do not like him.

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SENATE POSTAL BILL 
REJECTED BY HOUSE 


Representatives “Assert Their 
Exclusive Right to Initiate 
Revenue Measure. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The 


House today asserted its exclusive 
right to initiate revenue legisla- 
tion by voting to return the postal 
pay and rate increase bill to the 
Senate. 

The vote was 225 to 153. 
This action, taken at a 
when it appeared likely that the 
House would take up a postal bill 


of its own within a few days, was 
based on the contention that the 
rate provisions of the Senate meas- 
ure infringed on House preroga- 
tives. 

‘Coincident with the taking up 
by the House today of the Dill, !t 
was declared at the White 
House that President Coolidge 
looks to the House to take 
steps to fix the rates on a scale 
sufficient to provide revenues to 
meet contemplated expenditures. 
The President has been advised 
that the bill as it passed the Senate 
would increase revenues from the 
postal service by approximately 
$47,000,000, or even less, This fig- 
ure has been held in some quarters 
as not sufficient to meet the pay 
increase. 

Meanwhile a pay and rate in- 
crease bill is pending  befo-e 
the House postoffice committee, 
which will hold a meeting tonignt 
with a view of submitting a meas- 
ure to the House. 

Opening debate in the House, 
Chairman Green of the Ways and 
Means Committee said that portion 
of the Senate bill which established 
rates on postage rendered it uncon- 
stitutional, This contention was 
challenged by Representative 
Carew, New York, a Democrat on 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
who declared the rates would not 
be a “tax” but a “service charge” 
which the Senate had a right to 
initiate.

EXPLOSION AT 
DYEING PLANT WAS 
VAUSED BY BOMB 


Police Find Fragments of 
the Missile in Wreckage 
of Building of Universal 
Company. 


HAD BEEN PLACED 
IN VENTILATING SHAFT 


Dynamite Fuse Picked Up 
Near — 150-Gallon Tank 
of Gasoline Remained In- 


tact. 


The explosion which wrecked 
the laboratory plant of the Uni- 
versal Cleaning and Dyeing Co. 
2922-24 (rear) North Union boule- 
vard, Sunday night, was caused by 
a dynamite bomb, placed in a ven- 
tilating shaft on the south side 
of the one-story brick structure, 
Police Capt. Hannegan of the Deer 
Street District reported last night, 
after an all-day investigation. 

Numerous bits of evidence’ to 
substantiate this theory appearcd 
as officers continued examination 
of the wreckage throughout the 


day. It was in this ventilating 
shaft leading into the chemical 
room in the southwesf corner of 
the building that the explosion 
centered, tearing out the south 
wall completely and causing bulges 
in the west wall and inside part!- 
tions. The fact that dynamite 
caused the blast appeared from 
pleces of burned dynamite fuse 
picked up 25 feet from the south 
walt and from the further fact that 
a tank of 1509 gallons of gasoline, 
the only inflammable liquid in the 
Place, did not explode. 

Destruction Had Been Threatene?: 

Investigation to fix responsibility 
for the blast today centered on re- 
ports by members of the Universal 
company and other independent 
cleaning establishments that the 
Plant had been repeatedly threat- 
ened with destruction. 

Elmer C. Iserman, treasurer of 
the Universal company, said these 
threats followed refusal by mem- 
bers of the Universal to join the 
Wholesale Cleaners and Dyers’ As- 
sociation of St. Louia. 

Intimation that destruction of ; 
other independent cleaning plan‘s 
might follow was made yesterday 
in an anonymous telephone call re- 
ceived by Leo Peters, president of 
the Peters Cleaning and Dyeing 
Co., which operates a chain of nine 
shops, the main office being at? 
4544 Gravols avenue. 

Peters told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that he was called to 
the telephone about 4 p m. vyes- 
terday and asked: “Did you hear 
what happened?” Peters said he 
hadn't. The voice inquired aeain: 
“Didn't you read the paper? Didn't 
you see what happened io the 'ini- 
versal? You had better !ook out 
or maybe the same thing wil! nap- 
pento you.” 

He was unable to trace the call 
beyond the Lindell exchange. 

Iserman when seen ‘oday 
clared veiled threats against the 
Universal company’s plant have 
been voiced. One man, he said, has 
declared that the fate of “outlaw” 
cleaners might be the same as that 
of independent firms in Chicago if 
they remained outside the organ- 
ization. 

H. C. Cramer, president of the 
Universal, said that about the time 
the plant was opened, a month ago, 
a man visited him and offered a 
large sum for Cramer’s interest in 
the concern. When sale of stock 
was refused, according to Cramer, 
the man remarked, “Then your 
plant won't turn a wheel,” 

Everett and Dewey Willson, pro- 
prietors of the Wilson Bros. Clean- 
ing and Dyeing Co., with shops at 
4505 Page boulevard and 4229 Fair 
avenue, also told of hearing pre- 
dictions that “the same thing that 
happened in Chicago may happen 
here.”’

The resolution declared it “had 
been the traditional policy” of the 
United States to settle international 
disputes by arbitration, It favored 
the reservations recommended by 
President Harding and President

justice.”

Amendments to the State Con- 
stitution. to permit ithe enactment 
of a mortgage-cecording tax law 
and of a secured debts tax law, are 
recommended to the Legislature 
by the Chamber of Commerce, 
which has indorsed the report of a 
special committee on taxation, 
headed by John F. Green. [If ap- 
proved by the Legislature. the oro- 


posed constitutional amendments, 
four in number, would be submit- 
ted to the voters of the State at 
the election of November, 1926. 

Mortgage-recording tax and 4e- 
cured-debts tax measures have 
been adopted by the Legislature 
heretofore, but have been declared 
by the |Supreme Court to be in 
conflict with-the present Consti- 
tution, hence the move for amend- 
ine the Constitution. 

The proposed amendment would 
provide that the Legislature may 
make a separate class or classes of 
intangible personal property, and 
may provide for taxing it at rates 
different from those applying to 
other personal property: tha: all 
real estate and tangible personal 
property subject to taxation shou.d 


be taxed in proportion to its value: |, 


and that local specia!] taxes may be 
levied for road and bridge pur- 
poses. :

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A Post-Dispatch subscriber sends us the following 
excerpt from a letter written by a friend who lives in 
Williamson County, IL: 

The trouble in Williamson County is not be 
tween the klan and antiklan, nor between the 
Protestant and anti-Protestant people. It is a 
fight between the bootleggers and the law-abid- 
ing people, and the time is near when these peo- 
ple will enforce law and order. 

I truly believe that the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
has dome more than any other ome agency to 
incite murder in the county. It has stirred up 
religious batred where there Was DO 
hatred, and given aid and comfort to the boot 
leggers until the Wops and Honks honestly be 
Heve they are being abused and persecuted by 
those who are in favor of law and order. The 
argument of the Post seems te be, that it is per- 
fectly all right for the bootleggers to make and 
sell booze, but it is unlawful and un-American 


for the people to enforce the law. The law will 

be enforced, cost what it may. 

It is difficult to conceive of a worse bundle of 
misrepresentations and wrong thought than is em- 
bodied in these two paragraphs. The Post-Dispatch 
is as far from the attitude ascribed to it by this 
Williamson County man as the North Pole from the 
South Pole. We are against lawlessness of any kind, 
whether on the part of bootleggers, gamblers or any 
other element of a community. We are against offi- 
cial lawlessness—that is, using lawless methods to 
put down another kind of lawlessness. We are 
against lawlessness on the part of any organization 
that assumes authority to put down other ordinary 
lawlessness and attempts to do it with armed forces 
and violence. We are in particular against lawless 
ness on the part of a secret masked organization. 
which assumes authority to search, seize, arrest and 
punish. 

A vigilance committee, representatives of the best 
citizens, may be organized as a last desperate resort 
against lawless elements which get the upper hand 
through the neglect of citizens to elect officers who 
will enforce the law. But it is a lawless resort, and 
means war between two factions. Nevertheless, if 
the vigilance committee is organized by representa- 
tive citizens and proceeds in a judicious manner to 
put down actual crime and to punish or drive out 
criminals, it may succeed in restoring order. And 
order may be maintained if, as a sequence of the 
activities of the vigilance committee, honest and effi- 
cient men who will enforce the law are elected to 
office. 

The trouble with Williamson County is that the 
citizens who wanted to close saloons and gambling 
dens and stop bootlegging organized a secret, hooded 
crganization which assumed the right and authority 
te search, seize and arrest. It hired gunmen, who 
organized armed forces and proceeded to work their 
will on the community in defiance of the constituted 
authorities and elected officials. The result was a 
factional war, with the local authorities on one side 
and the armed forces of the secret masked organiza- 
tion on the other. The consequences are recorded tn 
the public prints. They were murders, riots—in 
short, a community war, with all the wrongs and 
horrors itmevitably resulting therefrom. 

The constituted authorities were so terrorized by 
the armed forces of the Ku Klux Klan that they were 
afraid to attempt to keep order. Lawlessness and 
violence reigned, interrupted only by the occasional! 
interference of State troops. 

The citizens who wanted the saloons and dens 
stituted authorities and elected officials were either 
corrupt or tmcompetent, and sympathized with the 
vicious elements. Whose fault was that? If William- 
son County and the city of Herrin had corrupt offi- 
cials, the best citizens should have proceeded against 
them in an orderly, legal manner, to punish them 
for corruption and oust them from office. If they 
were incompetent and sympathized with the vicious 
elements, a legal remedy was at hand. They could 


erganize and vote them out of office. They ought to 


have proceeded tn an orderty manner under the 
Constitution and the laws to clean up the comm 
nity. If they were in a minority and could not do that, 
them the county and community were in a bed way. 
But the ome thing that ought not to be done to meet 
such a situation is to organize a secret, hooded or- 
ganization, with license to work its will in masks. 
There ts no argument on that score. The conditions 
in Williamson County and Herrin speak in trumpet 
tomes touching that blunder. 

Wher the better element of Williamson County 
drop masks and gunmen and secret, lawiess methods 
and get together to clean up Williamson County fn an 
open, orderly manner, they will have no more vigor- 
ous supporter than the Post-Dispatch.

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CAN ST. LOUIS STOP SMOKING 

St. Louis has been talking about its smoke prob 
lem for many years. We have adopted resolutions, 
passed ordinances, appointed inspectors, been ¢- 
thused by reports of what other cities had accom 
plished—but the smoke goes up our chimneys just 
| the same. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch published a ietter from 
Louis H, Egan, president of the Unies Mlectric 
and Power Co. to the Associated So 
cieties in which the subject was diseussed inter’ 
estingly, jocularly, with frank recognition of our 
failure, but not without hope. 

Mr. Egan does not know whether the preblem can 
be solved. He thinks, however, we have not gone 
about it in the right way. But he assures us we 
should not be discouraged on that account. If we 
have failed, so has every other city. The miracu- 
lous results reputedly achieved elsewhere are myth- 
ical. Pittsburg, for dripping example. There the 
golf ball, virginal white on the tee, arrives at the 
green a villain of the deepest dye. They don't have 
to Fletcherize their air in Pittsburg, but they really 
ought to wear gas masks, Mr. Egan implies. 

So with Henry Ford's widely exploited expert- 
ment, whereby every ounce of coal contributes its 
full quota to the cause, and wastage of smoke is 
eliminated by the genius of Filivverissimo'’s effi- 
ciency. Bunk, says Mr. Egan, pure bunk. Ford 
has spent a ict of money in trying to coke soft 
coal, but the plan fs not yet a commercial success. 
Progress, of course, has been made in the battle 
with smoke. Mr. Egan cites his own company's 
efforts. He believes industry generally can be put 
on a relatively smokeless basis, but that would not 
solve our smoke problem. He suggests that the first 
thing for St. Louis engineers to do is to make a 
searching analysis or survey of the situation. With 
the facts thus ascertained and collated we shal! at 
least know the difficulties to be overcome. One 
salient fact we already know—the low price of soft 
coal. To that cheap fuel we owe much of our indus 
trial being and growth. Because of it, a smokeless 
fuel, to be practical in St. Louis, must be cheap. 
Mr. Egan ventures that the solution of our smoke 
problem will be found fn the discovery of some new 
process for treating soft coal which will produce a 
smokeless fuel at bituminous prices. American in- 
genuity, we believe, may be depended on to find that 
process and liberate the country from the thrall and 
costs and dangers of our present filth.

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It might help a bit if Herrin had a Chief of Po 
lice, Williamson ounty a Sheriff and Illinois a 
Governor.
